Ten. years ago the Laurier administra- 


tion Avent down, to defeat in Canada on a 
platform of reciprocity with the United 
States. On the same platform the Liberal 
party, of which "Wilfred Laurier has been 
the head, was victorious' at the polls sev- 
eral days ago with L. Mackenzie King as 
its leader. 


Although Premier Meigheo. whose par- 


ty was swamped by the adverse ballots, 
fan on a high tariff issue, he is not vn- 
frieudly to the United States. He mani- 
fested such a kindly feeling for this coun- 
try at the conference of the British co- 
lonial premiers in London -that he pro- 
"bably felt it advisable to emphasize his 
loyally to Great Britain. 


The Canadian election brought out two 


interesting points quite clearly. One was 
that Canada is as well disposed toward the 
United Slates as a sympathetic neighbor 
should be. but is a member of the British 
commonwealth of nations.

Jl implies the prob- 
able necessity of a tariff conference, or, 
nt Jeast, a scientific; reciprocal system.

master General "Hays are worthy of sfri- 
ous consideration. One Is to revise the 


.salaries of employes in the service. The" 
other is to readjust rates so that the de- 
partment may be self-sustaining. 


Salaries in the postal service are too 


low. and. as Mr. Hays states, they arc not 
adequate to induce eth'cicnt employes to 
continue in the service or to attract new, 
competent men. In all probability, most 
of the employes of the department1 are 
underpaid. It is just as urgent an obli- 
gation for the government to give suffi- 
cient compensation as it is not-to give too 
much. 


How 'the department can overcome :i 


deficiency of $157.817,688. which-was ' 
last year's excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts, is a business problem. If pos- 
sible, the department should be made self- 
sustaining, but even if the deficiency must 
be larger the employes should be fully re- 
imbursed for their work.

I do not care how^iJeanly are your im- 


mediate surroxuidings, nor how strong 
may be yo^n- body, you are not safe so 
long as there is an "open, case" of tuber- 
culosis in your community. 


Your household may be free from tuber- 


losis. but one of the maids may come from 
a diseased home. The clerk in the store, 
or the stenographer in the office, or the 
teacher in the school, or the worker in 
the sweat shop, slaving at some article 
you may Iray some day. may have tuber- 
culosis. You cannot escape its menace. 


AVe have had a remarkably low death 


rate from tuberculosis in this country for 
the past two or three years. But let us 
not be lulled to sleep on this account. 
The disease is raging in Europe and it 
will be remarkable indeed if our country 
is not reinfected from abroad. 


One-night last spring 1 spoke to.a great 


audience in the midst of the "East Side" 
of "New York city. As I looked into the- 
faces of this ina&s of persons, it seemed tq- 
nie half of them had just,;reachcd/our 
shores. I wondered about 'the immigrant 


- children, so the next day I sent the doc-,- 


lors and nurses of the health department 
to examine the pupils in the nearest 
school house. 
' /. 


In one room they found eleven children 


with tuberculosis and nine.of them had 
just landed in 'the United States! 


There must be the most watchful care, 


or our own children will take the disease 
from the new arrivals, if not from some 
native sufferer. 


AVe live in a world now which views 


tilings, not locally, or even ^nationally, 
but internationally. AVe cannot live to 
ourselves alone; but must think of .all 
mankind. 


In this connection 1 want to tell you a 


sad story: 


There are sections of Italy, in the moun- 


tains, where a few years ago. tuberculosis 
was never known. From these regions 
venturesome young people have emigrat- 
ed to the United States. Prospering here 
many have returned to their native homes 
and some have carried -tuberculosis into 
those sections. The- dread disease, ac- 
quired in the United States, is now wrap- 
ping its deadly mantle over those far-off 
and innocent communities. 


The war against tuberculosis must be a 


far-flung battlclinc. Every country, ev- 
ery state, every county, every township 
and hamlet .should join in the movement. 


For your own .sake, for the sake of your 


children, for the sake of generations yet 
unborn, this fight again.st tuberculosis 
should never stop. Tuberculosis can-be 
wiped OJil. but it will never be success- 
fully accomplished till thf la.sl. case is 
found and Hi** las-t bit of seed is destroyed.

Previous to 1907 there wore no epidemics of acnto 


anterior poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) In this 
country, but since that time the disease has reached 
epidemic proportions on several • occasions in- both 
tho United States and Canada, and in the past year 
or two. at any rate, it has become more or less 
endemic—sporadic cases are occurring in all parts 
of. the country and in all seasons of tho year and 
unonjj all classes and conditions Of people. 


It is a horrible, cruel disease. When it strikes at 


a little child and leaves the victim with some mem- 
ber withered and deformed, be the child rich or 
loor. homely or pretty, what a test of a parent's 
:ortitude and-faith! 


There is no evidence that infantile paralysis is 


•ver spread in water, milk, fruit or other foods. Cer. 
tainly wo know neither this disease or any other is 
over spread through the air. There is scarcely any 
satisfactory evidence that tiie disease can be con- 
veyed by inanimate objects or that the walls, wood- 
work, floors or furniture of rooms that have been 
occupied by the patient in the feverish stage are 
contaminated or that any fumigation or disinfection 
Other than ordinary cleaning is required to make 
such rooms safe for new occupants. Altho the virus 
has been conveyed from monkey to monkey by the 
bite of the stable fly, the idea that flies may- bo 
carriers is rather cancelled by the fact that many 
cases of the disease occur in winter months. 


Tho actual mode of spread is spray infection, that 


is, tho virus is carried in tho invisible droplets of 
moisture giwn off from tho nose and throat when 
Lhe patient talks, sneezes or coughs. Tins spray 
carries as far a* four feet from tho patient's- face 
in talking and as far as ten feet when the patient 
sneezes or coughs with nose and mouth uncovered. 
Therefore a deadline is to be drawn with a radius 
of five feet around the patient, if the patient is in- 
telligent enough to cover nose and mouth wiUi 
every sneeze or'cough; if the patient is an infant 
too young or an adult too ignorant, then the dead- 
line "must be drawn with a radius of ten feet, for 
the safety of all other persons. All this applies not 
alone to infantile paralysis,-but al«o to some twenty 
other respiratory infections more or less well known 
to the laity as such. 


Infantile paralysis is ordinarily infectious or com- 


municable, not contagious, only during the feverish 
stage which lasts usually less than ten days. The 
long drawn out paralysis stage does not ordinarily 
call for isolation or other precautions. Only oc- 
casionally the little patient remains a menace by 
reason of diseased tonsils and the "carrier" condi- 
tion. 


Quarantine is worthless as a safety measure in 


this disease. So is fumigation. Yet here and there 
ancient methods are still in vogue and the simple 
taxpayer willingly pays for the mysterious smell 
and the fireworks. 


Disinfection of linen, other than ordinary laund- 


ering, is of no" value whatever in the prevention of 
spread of poliomyelitis.

I'do not refer to any 
particular brand of underwear, but I specify knitted 
material, meaning the ordinary modern stockinette, 
and warn you against the old fashioned woven flan 
nels which were an abomination.

it can do no harm. Tho best relief 1 know for cank- 
er sores is daily touching with a mixture of equal 
parts of tincture of iodine and glycerin, and rinsing 
the mouth before and after food with a warm so- 
lution* of as much boric acid as boiled water will 
dissolve.
